DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: Claim 1, line 4, delete "the radiating" and 
replace with "a radiating". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1- 9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Instant application claims and discloses a fire-rated recessed downlight comprising a 
mantle, a light fixture is fixed in mantle, mantle includes a radiating hole with a dilatable 
fireproof piece fixed in radiating hole and a radiating aperture connects radiating hole with 
outside of mantle. 

The combination of limitations claimed is not found, taught or suggested by the prior. 
Claims 2- 6 depend directly from claim 1, add further limitations, and are allowable for 
the same reasons. 

Claims 7, 8 and 9 are in the acceptable multiple dependent claim wording, in particular, 
"of any one of claims" 1-6, add further limitations, and are allowable for the same reasons.
